_ YV a s h in u t o n , February 9th.—Manderson, 
from the Committee on Printing, reported 
a joint resolution for the disposition of un­ 
distributed copies of the records of the re­ 
bellion, reports of the tenth census and re­ 
ports of the Public Land Commission. 
The resolution gave rise to a discussion, 
in the course of which Vest gave expres­ 
sion to his ideas as to the value of the pub­ 
lications of the Government Printing Of­ 
fice. 
He had a room in W ashington in 
which there were several hundred volumes 
of public documents bound in calf, at the 
expense of the Government, which books 
he could not give away. 
H e could not 
trade them off, and he could not dispose of 
them unless he put them in tbe fire. The 
upper portion ot the Capitol was crammed 
to the roof with books, and yet ther* was a 
continual stream of these publications 
pouring out of the Government Printing 
Office. The money might as well be taken 
out and thrown into the Potomac river. 
Teller admitted there was a great waste 
in that direction, but his experience was 
not like that of the Senator from Missouri. 
Manderson suggested that Vest’s state­ 
m ent was the best argum ent he had heard 
for the passage of the Blair educational 
bill. 
An allusion by Saulsbury to “ the Presi­ 
dent’s message and accompanying docu­ 
ments ” as something in which the people 
took no interest, created much amusement 
on the Republican side of the chamber. 
Finally the joint resolution was passed. 
Riddleberger’s resolution for amending 
the rules so as to allow the British treaty to 
be considered in open session, was reached 
in regular order.

YVhen you use the word ‘ home,’ you mean 
your whole country. You use the phrase 
‘home m arket’ 
to 
distinguish it from 
foreign market—not to exclude foreign 
market, but to emphasize your preference 
* “ a home market, as infinitely greater. 
for

more valuable, more productive than a 
foreign m arket. W hen I think of the con­ 
trast 
between 
our 
home 
m arket 
and the foreign market, in the magni­ 
tude and proportions of 
the universal 
benefits of the one, and the comparative 
unimportance of the other, I am led to 
wonder why so many gentlemen of educa­ 
tion and character are willing to endanger 
the wonderful development of our home 
industries and increase our foreign com­ 
petition. 
I believe the best we can do for 
mankind is to do the best for our country. 


LOWELL GETS A RAKING. 
Sherman attacked Mr. Lowell for his 
speech at the Tariff Reform League ban­ 
quet. 
H e found but very little in his re­ 
m arks about the tariff, but a good deal 
about President Cleveland. Said Sherman : 
“ Lowell, who has been honored by a great 
party with its confidence and trust, places 
Cleveland above Grant, the great soldier of 
our country ! 
Above Hayes, who certainly 
gave to the country a pure and excellent 
administration, and Lowell himself above 
Garfield, one of the most accomplished of 
American statesmen, and above A rthur— 
in every respect a model gentleman, and a 
prndent and able President.” 


Cl e v e l a n d ’s t a r if f p o l ic y . 
Speaking of President Cleveland's policy, 
Sherman said :

and steady resuit of our increase in wealth 
and population, growing out of the policy 
of protection to home industries. Our 
friends may be surprised that the surplus 
revenue did not stop with the election of a 
Democratic President, and perhaps it will, 
if his advice is followed.

im portant objects of the Association, aud 
one w hich suouid enlist m ost hearty and 
persistent attention. 
T he Association had 
succeeded in som e of its efforts in this di­ 
rection, and failed in others. 
It is now 
said th at th e reason for such failure was on 
account of the season of the year, when 
efforts to effect im provem ents "were made, 
and th at if petitions were circulated now 
they w ould be favorably responded to by 
m any w ho before opposed. 
It did not 
seem to him th at there can be m any who 
have not sufficient public spirit to desire to 
see these im provem ents m ade to help the 
best interests ot the city at large, and the 
individual 
propertv-holders who 
reside 
along the 
streets to be m ore 
directly 
effected. T he speaker then called upon 
Colonel E . R. H am ilton, C hairm an of the 
Street Im provem ent Com mittee, and the 
follow ing report was subm itted and read : 


S ac ram ento, February 9. 1S8S. 
To the Ext entire Committee, Sacramento City ami 
County Improvement Association — G e n tle m e n : 
You sub-Coiniuittee on Opening, Graveling ami 
Macadamizing, or otherwise Im proving Streets 
and Alleys, beg leave to report that which every 
observant citizen, or stranger who visits our 
city, is aware of. anti that is: The streets, with 
the exceptions of jiortions ol I, J, K, I., M anil 
N streets, are in a very muddy and rough con­ 
dition. m aking it unpleasant to get in or out of 
the city or to the cem eteries, and which could 
be rem edied by the application of gravel or 
macadamized rock, of which M street, from 
Fourth lo Fifth, is a good sam ple ot such pave­ 
m ent. 
II and O streets, being principal [streets on 
which strangers who visit our city are liable to 
travel, are not in a condition to im press a 
stranger favorably w ith the public spirit and 
enterprise of the property owners, at least so 
far as street im provem ent goes. 
Your committee finds considerable com plaint 
about the expense of street improvements, und 
as a compromise between m uddv and nearly 
im passable streets and full graveled streets and 
cobbled gutters, we recommend tile experim ent 
be tried of graveling the center ol graded 
streets (for a w idth of eighteen feet), and while 
this m ay not be perfection, it will lie a great im­ 
provem ent on the present condition of tne 
streets. We also believe that the prooer au­ 
thorities should organize a i-hain-gaug, and put 
the rounders, thieves aud pimps in a yard prop­ 
erly constructed, and m ake them break roek for 
our streets, or m ake them leave our city. As it 
is, the taxpayers are supporting them’ in one 
way or another, and deriving no benefit from 
them. 
An ordinance should bo passed im m ediately, 
prohibiting the distribution of printed dodgers 
upon the streets and sidewalks, which litter 
and add to the untidy appearance of our none 
too neat business streets. 
The Trustees should provide a fund for the 
collection and disposition of the garbage of the 
entire city, and then strictly cm orce the orni- 
tiauce th e re to ; as it now is, a few- public- 
spirited citizens arc called on to keep otir 
streets and alleys in a presents ble appearance, 
anil the m any do nothing toward deposing of 
the garbage which they put upon the streets 
and alleys. 
(uir business streets, w ith th eir uneven i nd 
d ir y awnings, aud in many places poor side­ 
walks, present a shiftless aud untidy appear­ 
ance, and the exhibition of the truck and gar­ 
bage in m any of our streets and alleys, notably 
the alley between J and K, Second street to 
Fifteenth, right iu the m idst of the business 
portion of the eity, is enough to convince any 
newcomer, that we, located as we are upon a 
level plain, are not doing all we could and 
should to preserve the health and good appear­ 
ance of our city. 
Much more m ight be said, but we deem this 
sufficient at this time.

T he report was upon m otion accepted 
and adopted. 
City T rustee Ryan said, referring to the 
report, th at the city had already enjoyed 
experience in graveling the center of "the 
street as recom mended, having so graveled 
T enth street near the city cem etery, and it 
proved a failure, as the gravel was so soon 
covered w ith m ud th at the gravel did not 
am ount to m uch. 
T he w idth of graveled 
space should not he less than tw enty-five 
feet. 
A nything less th an th at would be 
too narrow for team s to pass well. 
He 
thought that even then, streets graveled in 
the center only, as proposed, w ould w ithin 
tw o years, am ount to but very little. 
In response to an inquiry from the C hair 
as to cost of graveling streets and paving 
the gutters, Mr. Ryan staled th at upon H 
and O streets, where there are street rail­ 
way tracks, this would he about $2 25 per 
front foot for such im provem ent, including 
gutter and graveling to the rail. 
On I and 
J streets, where there is no railw ay track, 
the cost would be from $2 75 to $3 per front 
foot. 
If the paving of gutter were om itted, 
and the road-bed sim ply graveled from 
curb to curb, the expense w ould be about 
fifty cents less. 
Joseph Steffens inquired of Mr. Ryan 
w hether, if a street were im proved gener­ 
ally, but a m ajority of the residents upon 
tw o blocks protested, the Trustees had the 
power to have the two blocks im proved, 
notw ithstanding the protest. 
Mr. Ryau replied that if the im prove­ 
m ent was m ade upon both sides of the two 
supposed biccks. then the Trustees had 
power under the law to ignore the protests 
and order the w ork to be done. 
Referring to the clause in the report of 
th e com m ittee w hich com plains of the 
garbage in th e alleys, etc., Mr. Rvan said 
that it was im possible to keep the alleys 
clean when the residents were guilty of the 
acts referred to, and took no pride in see­ 
ing their surroundings kept clean. 
H e 
said that if they could catch the persons 
throw ing the filth into the alleys, or prove 
who was guilty o f it, th e law would be 
strictly enfotced. 
A. S. H opkins, referring to the im prove­ 
m ent of streets, said he was anxious to 
have I street graded its entire length, but 
especially, for the present, ont as far as 
Sixteenth 
or 
Seventeenth street. 
H e 
thought, if the effort was m ade cow, it 
could be accomplished. 
H e was ready to 
circulate a petition am ong the residents of 
the street fur that pttrpos-*, ¡o see if a m a­ 
jority of the fronuige could not be ob­ 
tained. and was satisfied it conid. 
Last 
year, he continued, certain m en w ho could 
best afford to pay lor im provem ent of the 
street, instead ot doing so, paid a m an to 
obtain signatures to a rem onstrance, and 
th u s defeated it. 
He was in favor of an 
im m ediate m ovem ent for im proving th at 
street. 
P . C. Dreseher was desirous to have H 
street also im proved 
H e thought the peo­ 
ple of that street who are favorable to it 
should go to work and get the requisite 
petition and present it to the Trustees and 
have the work done early in the season. 
G etting such petition should be th e first 
step, and leave tbe printed notices of “ in­ 
tention to im prove 
until the people, by 


petition, had expressed them selves ready to 
im prove. 
A. A . V an Y’oorhies was anxious to have 
H street im proved, aud said everv prop- 
erty-holder on his block was in favor of 
it, and he believed th a t if a com m ittee 
w ould take hold of th e m atter and canvass 
for signatures a large num ber of blocks 
upon H street would be found ready to im ­ 
prove. 
H e w anted such a com m ittee ap­ 
pointed. 
Mr. H opkins desired to have I street in ­ 
cluded in the canvass to be m ade for sig­ 
natures, so as to have th at street im proved 
along w ith H street. 
Mr. Van V oorhies favored a m ovem ent 
to have as m any streets graded and grav­ 
eled as possible, as it was a benefit to ad ­ 
joining property and to the city. 
J. \V. W ilson moved that a com m ittee of 
five or m ore residents oí H street be a p ­ 
pointed to circulated a petition along that 
street, asking to have th e street im proved, 
am! to present the petition, w hen sufficient 
had sigued, to the Board o f Trustees for 
action. 
Mr. H opkins w anted 1 street included 
with another com m ittee ol five. M r. A lsip 
desired N street to be included. 
E. O. 
Crouch wanted O street rem em bered, and 
others spoke for T w elfth street, from H to 
the levee, and T enth street, from N to R 
streets. 
F inally a m otion was adopted to 
appoint a canvassing com m ittee of five or 
m ore for each of th e streets nam ed front 
am ong the residents upon them , and ac­ 
cordingly the follow ing were selected :

Joseph Steffens tendered his resignation 
as C hairm an of theC ouim iU e upon M anu­ 
factures. upon the ground th at he had so 
m any other duties, both in the association 
and elsewhere, th at h e could not properly 
attend to the duties o f the position. 
The 
resignation was accepted, and J. M. Avery 
elected C hairm an to fill the vacancy. 
T he subject of m anufactures was sorne- 
w hat extensively discussed, and a warm 
interest m anifested iu the rebuilding of 
th e pottery works of N. Clark, recently- 
burned, ju st east of the city. 
F inally the 
Secretary was, by m otion 
unanim ously 
adopted, instructed to invite Mr. Clark to 
be present at the next m eeting of the A s­ 
sociation, or if he be unable to do so, that 
he com m unicate by letter w hat he requires 
in order to decide in favor of rebuilding 
his establishm ent. 
The m atter of the new Pcstofiice build­ 
ing was brought u p by the Secretary, and 
Postm aster Stephens was called upon con­ 
cerning the present status of th e move­ 
m ent for a new G overnm ent building for 
this city. 
Mr. Stephens stated that a few day’s since 
he received a letter from the Supervising 
A rchitect of the Treasury, at W ashington, 
asking for an explanation" o f the situation, 
and to furnish facts to justify the $150,000 
increase in the appropriation^ proposed bv 
Represeutative M cK enna's bill. 
In reply 
to this he had m ade a full statem ent of 
facts, sim ilar to w hat had been furnished 
the Secretary of th e T reasury som e m onths 
since, and which was published in the 
R e c o rp -U n io n at the tim e. It stated the de­ 
sirability of purchasing the additional 40 feet 
of ground on the east side of the site already 
purchased, the large increase of business 
transacted by the office here, aud the in ­ 
creased facilities and room that is indicated 
will snott be required to transact the Post­ 
office business, etc. 
Mr. Stephens subm it­ 
ted a copy of his report thus m ade and 
thought it would be very serviceable to­ 
wards getting 
the 
extra 
appropriation 
through Congress if copies of the report 
could be m ade and furnished to Senators 
Stanford and H earst, an d Representatives 
M cKenna, Thom pson and Biggs, as they 
would then have the facts im m ediately be­ 
fore them . 
H e was unable, however, to 
m ake copies w ith the clerical force at his 
com m and. 
Un m otion of Mr. Steffens, the Secretary 
was requested to have copies m ade and im ­ 
m ediately forwarded to th e Senators and 
Congressmen nam ed. 
Mr. A lsip said he desired to n iak eastate- 
m ent concerning the action of th e State 
Board of Trade in relation to th e m atter of 
procuring the counties to m ake exhibits at 
the M echanics’ In stitu te Fair. H e referred 
to the com m ents m ade in the R ecorp- 
U n io n upon the subject, and said th at the 
real situation was m isunderstood—or, in 
fact, th at the action really taken by the 
State 
Board 
was 
not 
correctly 
reported 
in 
llie 
San 
Francisco 
papers. 
H e said th at it was evident at 
the m eeting that, as the representatives of 
the interior and n orthern counties were 
absent and those im m ediately around the 
bay only present, the m otion in favor of 
m aking exhibits a t th e M echanics’ In sti­ 
tute Fair and ignoring all others was likely 
to prevail. 
T hat he did all he could to 
prevent such action, but that A. T. H atch, 
who has a grudge against the State Society, 
pressed the m atter in favor of tne M echan­ 
ics’ institute, w hich is running its show 
in opposition to tbe Sia’e F air. 
"F in ally ,” 
stiu M r. Alsip, “ seeing how the m atter 
was going to end. 
I m ade a m otion to 
am end the proposition of Mr. H atch’s so 
that the com m itiee w hich was appointed is 
to look after the m atter of county exhibits 
for both the State F a!r and M echanics’ In ­ 
stitute exhibition.” 
This, be said, left th e 
State Board of Trade free front being com ­ 
m itted to the one-side policy of cham pion­ 
ing the M echanics’ Iu stitute exhibit, as 
the San Francisco papers had represented 
the Board to have done. 
T he meetiDg then adjourned.

management a check for $1,000. W hen 
Mrs. Stanford went East late in November 
she showed her deep Intercast in the asylum, 
and without suggestion, requested a gentle­ 
m an who takes a great interest in the Or- 
pliam Asylum, to report to her at his leisure 
the condition of the asylum, and to ascer­ 
tain if it was in need. H e accordingly 
made out a statem ent of the condition of 
the asylum and forwarded it to Mrs. Stan­ 
ford at W ashington. Her noble response is 
now known, and excites the liveliest ex­ 
pressions of gratitude and admiration. 
On the 26th 
of January, when the 
$1,000 contribution of Charles Crocker was 
acknowledged, 
this journal 
suggested 
that these evidences of interest by those 
not residents, ought to stim ulate our peo­ 
ple to renewed exertions ; that the lim it of 
asking and receiving for the benefit funds 
ought to be set far up in the thousands, 
that the Asylum might be put beyond 
question of need for the future. 
Very 
evidently this idea is that of the people 
also, for they continue to give, and ought 
to.

W ith that, and realiza­

A P rem iu m P icture. 
There is on exhibition in the show win­ 
dow of Wienstock, Lubin A Co. a fine large 
painting by W. F. Jackson, the well-known 
artist. It is richly framed, and is to be dis­ 
posed of by tickets as a premium in aid of 
the excursion fund of the Sacramento 
School of Design. It is necessary that the 
pupils should each week make studies from 
nature. To do this effectively they have 
to arrange for transportation to the foot­ 
hills, up and down the river, to suburban 
spots, etc. The cost must be defrayed out 
of a common fund, and to replenish this 
the pupils have secured this fine picture 
and propose to sell it as described. They 
might well have placer! a higher price upon 
it. as it is one of the best works yet from 
Mr. Jackson’s studio. It is entitled “ A 
Trout Stream in the Sierras." The view is 
from just above Soda Springs on the head­ 
waters of the American river, and is a 
careful study made by the artist last sum ­ 
mer. In finish, warmth, detail and color 
he has done nothing better, and the draw­ 
ing is especially admirable. In landscapes 
Mr. Jackson is making as rapid, if not 
greater, advancement than any California 
artist now called to memory. An evidence 
of this is found in the fact that some of his 
Sierra views have been selected from among 
hundred of others, for reproduction in the 
new artotype work. “ Picturesque Califor­ 
nia." 
Whoever secures the picture will 
possess a work of art of high merit, and 
have the consciousness also of aiding the 
School of Design, which has not one-lialf the 
attention from the Sacramento public that it 
deserves, a fact upon which Eastern visit­ 
ors to the Art Gallery comment freely, re­ 
marking that such an institution so located 
in most Eastern cities would be considered 
a matter of exceeding local pride, and be 
fostered and aided with great liberality. 
If all the chairs of the school weie filled 
the income would supply the needed fund.

In te re st A m ong th e C hildren—T he M eet­ 
ing L ast N ight. 
A special feature of the Union revival 
meetings is the morning prayer and in­ 
quiry meeting at 9:30 o’clock at the Ninth- 
street Baptist Church. At this hour daily 
the lecture-room, where these meetings are 
held for this week, is filled to overflowing 
with Christians, Christian workers and 
those who desire to experience a change of 
heart. Mr. H am m ond yesterday took oc­ 
casion to note the great num ber present for 
a morning hour. 
It is made a meeting for 
reports of the work of the day previous, 
and for prayer for the services of the day. 
Mr. Merrill, reporting for the down town 
Mission, Second and K 
streets, where 
services are held for a short time early each 
evening, gave a brief sketch of the conver­ 
sion of a young sailor, a native of Switzer­ 
land, only five veará from his native coun­ 
try, and said : “ There is many a sailor 
who is extremely ' happy' when ashore, 
but never was there one more happy than 
this man, who ¡.is now rejoicing in his 
new-found hope. Help was ottered him, 
but 
he 
manfully refused 
it. 
Offers 
to secure work for him were proffered, 
but he said, "N o ! I ant well and strong, 
the Lord gave me work to-day and I earned 
two dollars; I am willing to trust him for 
to-morrow and evety day.” 
H e added 
“ the saloon has had the last dollar it will 
ever get from me.” 
Many of the ministers and others re­ 
ported increased interest in those attend­ 
ing the evening meetings, and also many 
conversions. 
The interest, they say, may 
not be so manifest physically, but it is a 
deep, strong under current and is breaking 
up bere and there through the crust of in­ 
difference that seems to h ive frozen in the 
sensibility of Sacramento. 
The children’s meeting yesterday, at the 
Calvary Bapt st Church on I street, near 
Twelfth was the largest by far that has yet 
been held, there being many hundreds pres­ 
ent. There was the same kindly instruc­ 
tion and fervent exhortation by Mr. H am ­ 
mond. and the same eager interest on the 
part of the children. Opportunity to cov­ 
enant as Christians was given, and there 
was a large response. Over one hundred 
children, up to this time, have professed 
conversion in this way. The meeting of 
the children will be held in the Congrega­ 
tional Church on Sixth street, between I 
and J, at 3:30 p. m., to-day. 


LAST e v e n i n g ' s M E E T IN G . 
The seating capacity of the old pavilion 
was nearly filled by the large audience that 
assembled to hear Mr. H am m ond’s fourth 
discourse last 
evening. 
The audience, 
without exception, was largely composed 
of ladies. 
Rev. Mr. Herrick, the first 
speaker of 
the evening, made 
some 
rem arks very 
pertinent 
to 
the 
oc­ 
casion, 
and 
urged upon his hearers 
the necessity of doing 
all the good 
that they possibly could iu this work 
of aiding the meetings. 
Mr. Hammond 
selected as his text, Romans xiv, 17, upon ' 
which he dwelt with great earnestness and 
evident emotion, bringing out the points he 
wished most distinctly understood by re­ 
lating anecdotes, and he has one for every 
occasion. 
The text ran: “ For the Kingdom of God 
is not meat and drink, but righteousness 
and peace and jov in the H oly Ghost.” 
It 
was part of a letter by St. Paul, induced by 
a great revival that created m uch debate 
among certain Romans and he wrote as he 
did defining the “ Kingdom of God." It is, 
he told them, righteousness from which 
flows joy and peace: not outward appear­ 
ances, meat and drink, but righteousness. 
Religion is derived from parts of speech 
meaning to bind to. If men do not tie up 
somewhere they would be like planets fly­ 
ing wildly in space; and here Mr. H am ­ 
mond told of a wonderful meteor he saw 
when in New Haven. 
H e heard many 
say “ I don't want to be lost. 
I'll be a 
Christian sometime, but I’m in no hurry.” 
Like a meteor they are aimless, attracted 
first one way and then the other, and they 
drop into a Christian meeting or a saloon 
just as it happens, and like a meteor they 
will tall some day aimlessly. He told a 
story of a wild young fellow who rode up 
to a store and asked how far it was to hell. 
H e was in too great a hum - to wail 
for 
an 
answer 
and 
spurred 
his 
horse 
around a 
corner; 
the 
animal 
fell and the young fellow was killed. 
He compared a man without religion 
to a planet without a fixed orbit, and dwelt 
upon the illustration, fixing the thought 
that religious conviction is a conservative 
force, steadying and molding character and 
binding men and women to steadfast orbits 
obedient to the greatest of all truths. It is 
well nigh impossible to present an adequate 
idea of Mr. Ham m ond’s earnest exhorta­ 
tion. In many respects it is novel, unique. 
He states n point, tells an anecdote, sand­ 
wiches it between two others, punctuates 
it with an epigram or two, illum inates each 
story by another or collateral thought, and 
finally gets D a c k to the original and initial 
point, and applies the whole m ixture to it 
to develop its truth and force. 
At the con­ 
clusion of his address the social inquiry 
meeting began, the choir singing spirited 
songs and the exhorters moving among the 
people and urging sinners to declare for 
Christ. 
To-night will be a gospel temperance 
meeting. 
The announcem ents call for all 
men who feel that they want to quit the 
cup that inebriates to come out and learn 
how it may be done. 
Mr. Hammond said 
to a reporter : 
“ I have nothing to say 
against temperance societies. 
They did á 
good work. 
I say. Godspeed 'em. 
But I 
believe conversion alone secures completely 
a man against the appetite. 
John B. 
Gough told m e some years ago that he 
never knew but two men thoroughly in 
the grasp of alcoholic appetite who, getting 
free, remained free, except through the sav­ 
ing grace and help of Christ.”

P olice Ju d g e H ockley Speaks B is M lud, 
and to th e P oint. 
In the Police Court yesterday morning 
when the case of Louise Monin was called, 
W. A. Anderson appeared as counsel for 
the women, and after expressing some sur­ 
prise at the arrest, moved for her dismissal. 
Judge Buckley stated that he had caused 
the arrest, and, in explanation of his action, 
said that the defendant appeared W ednes­ 
day morning in the Court-building to an­ 
swer to two charges of “exhibiting,’’ pre­ 
ferred against her the previous day.

her name was catted she failed to respond, 
and her two $5 deposits were forfeited to the 
city.

cause she dared to inlet fere with his busi­ 
ness of renting houses of ill-fame and 
testify against his tenants, tílie was. and

Taylor, convicted in this Court of being a 
vagrant, and whose case is now on appeal 
to the Superior Court. 
I am satisfied that 
Dubois wishes her away, that in the event 
that Taylor should be granted a new trial 
her damaging evidence 
would 
not be 
used against him and others of his kind 
who may be arrested, 
and concerning 
whom she can say much to their discom­ 
fiture. Through his threats and persecu­ 
tion slic was last evening induced to consent 
to depart for New York, he agreeing to pay 
her a certain sum of money for so doing. 
I felt that this was a shameful and an un­ 
warranted interference with the adminis­ 
tration of criminal law, and an attempt at 
banishment, quite as disgraceful as the 
slavery existing among certain Chinese. 
1 
accordingly issued a warrant for her arrest 
upon one of the complaints charging her 
with 1 exhibiting,’ for the sole purpose of 
exposing the methods employed by some 
landlords of these houses to defeat the 
ends of justice, and punish by arrest and 
by exile their unfortunate women tenants 
who dare appear in Court and testify 
against vagrants 
living in disreputable 
quarters. Such conduct must be stopped, 
and the whole power of this Court will be 
used to bring about such a result. 
I am 
witting to continue this case until the Tay­ 
lor case can be decided, in order that this 
woman may be used as a witness if needed.” 
In this connection, W . A. Anderson sub­ 
mits the following: “ That was a strange 
order of Judge Buckley, to arrest the French 
woman Louise Monin. It was given as a 
reason that she is a necessary witness in 
the vagrancy case of W illiam Wilson. She 
has given her testimony in that case, and a 
verdict and judgm ent rendered. 
True, an 
appeal has been taken, but Section 1460 of 
the Renal Code provides that an appeal can 
only be heard upon a statement. 
No wit­ 
nesses are ever called or sworn. The ap­ 
pellate Court may either affirm the judg­ 
m ent or reverse it, and can order a new 
trial—in the Superior Court only. 
But this 
is a contingency too remote for the exer­ 
cise of any jurisdiction of the RoliceCourt. 
In misdemeanors triable iu Police Courts, 
there is no authority or power vested in 
those Conrts to arrest or detain witnesses. 
The only authority is in examination 
cases, under Section 878 of the Penal 
Code, which, on the holding of a defend­ 
ant to answer, authorizes the Magistrate to 
exact an undertaking from material wit­ 
nesses for their appearance at the trial in 
Uie Superior Court. 
“ W hatever may be the suspicions of the 
Judge as to the causing of Louise to leave 
the city, he is in error as to the necessity of 
her appearance on the appeal in the Wilson 
case, and he has no legal power to hold 
her, or admit her to bail for her appear­ 
ance at any such trial. 
The poor woman, 
however, is the victim and is locked up in 
default of friends or bail, ostensibly upon 
charges of ‘exhibiting,’ and for which 
alleged offense she has already paid the 
penalty. 
A search among the various 
sections of the Penal Code and the Penal 
Ordinances fails to disclose any such an 
offense as ‘exhibiting,’ 
W hat is evidently 
intended by this ambiguous charge is the 
violation of a provision of Ordinance 17, 
relating to women standing at or being in 
the vicinity of the doors or windows of 
disreputable houses. 
It would seem to be 
more in accord with substantial justice to 
institute proceeding against the parties 
who are alleged to have offended, if any 
such there be. If any one has attempted 
to dissuade a witness, or one who may be­ 
come a witness, from attending upon any 
trial, he or she can be prosecuted under 
Section 136 of the I’enal Code. 
" There is no necessity for a cheap sensa­ 
tion in holding an (admitted) innocent 
creature under the pretext of being a ma­ 
terial witness, unless it is for the purpose 
of a prosecution under Section 136 of the 
Penal Code. Of course no successful pros­ 
ecution could be made under the latter sec­ 
tion with regard to the Wilson vagrancy 
case, because there is no trial or ptosecu- 
tion pending in which the woman is or 
could be a witness at this time in such 
matter. 
‘The whole trouble in these matters 
seems to be among the officers, who 
are exercising their vindictive spirits in or­ 
der to get even on one another, and thus 
punishing Louise and Dubois. 
“ The lire had an extended item about 
the privileges granted French Marie, the 
woman who it is said was the starter of the 
discord in the delectable precincts of L 
street, by having Louise 
and 
another 
woman arrested upon a charge of grand 
larceny of a diamond pin, and referred to 
the 
fact 
that 
Marie 
could be 
seen 
every day upon the street, and unm o­ 
lested. This will be news to the denizens 
of that part of the city, as Marie left the 
city more than three weeks ago, and, it is 
needless to say, for the city's good.”

A Case of a W eek’s S tanding D iscovered 
in a L odging-H ouse. 
Yesterday morning a full-developed case 
of small-pox was discovered in a lodging- 
house on J street, between Second and 
Third, next to Wells, Fargo A Co.’s build­ 
ing. Dr. Nichols, the H ealth Officer, had 
heard a day or two ago that there was a 
small-pox patient in the above lodging- 
house, and he immediately proceeded to 
investigate. 
Wednesday he entered the 
lodging-house and inquired if a man by 
the name of Lyons lived there. He was 
greeted by an individual who said his 
name was Lyons. 
Fpon the surgeon's 
telling the man his mission, the latter 
laughed and said: “ Well, if you think I 
have the small-pox, examine me.” The 
doctor did so. and could find no trace of 
the dis-utse on him , and. withdrawing, re­ 
ported to Mayor Gregory that the suspected 
individual was not in the least sick. The 
Mayor, however, thought that another ex­ 
amination would reveal som ething; but, 
to his - ^appointm ent, the same individual, 
and not Lyons, was examined again, and 
not a sign of the dreaded disease was per­ 
ceptible. 
Yesterday morning the Health Officer 
and the Mayor and others received the 
news that the case was trying to be con­ 
cealed and that if proper search was 
made the afflicted man could be found. 
Accordingly Dr. Nichols again went to the 
house, and this time he m et the landlady 
and inquired of her where Lyons roomed. 
The lady pointed to the door of the room, 
and as the doctor opened the door he saw 
two men in the room. Approaching them, 
he readily saw that he had been deceived 
hv the man whom he had met on previous 
visits. Tne “ genuine" Lyons was in the 
room, and it was ascertained that the other 
man was acting as his nurse. 
Robert 
Hilton, a half-Spanish, is the name of the 
nurse, and he had worked his little game 
of concealment almost to perfection. How­ 
ever, he laughed and said he did not want 
to make the case public. 
After the discovery. Dr. Nichols sent for 
the ambulance wagon, which has been 
lately fitted up comfortably. The sm all­ 
pox patient, Lyons, and Hiiton, the lying 
nurse, were made to enter the wagon and 
were speedily driven out J street to the 
pest-house. 
The 
ambulance 
is an ordinary-sized 
wagon, covered with black oilcloth, and is 
almost 
air-tight. 
It is provided with 
blankets and mattresses so that patients 
can be carried without any injury. 
As soon as the ambulance wagon was 
seen at the place and its errand W’as made 
known, the public generally gave the place 
a wide berth. A bustle of excitement wras 
created down town, and before an hour had 
passed, after the parties were taken to the 
pest-house, everybody throughout the city 
knew of the affair. 
It has been ascertained that the first one 
to give notice of this case was a lady who 
resides in W ashington. H ilton lives over 
there, and while tending to his patient 
would, during spare moments, go back and 
forth from the room to his house. About 
three days ago he went across the river 
and, stopping at a friend’s house, he in­ 
formed the lady that he was attending to a 
man that had the small-pox. Fjion receiving 
this startling information Hilton was or­ 
dered from the premises. The lady imrne 
diatelv sent word to the authorities. 
Late 
last evening it was rumored that Hilton 
had gone from the hospital and was at his 
home in Yolo. Such proved to be the 
fact, and the Mayor notified the police to 
arrest the man if he again placed his foot in 
Sacramento. The bridge-tender was also 
notified to warn Hilton not to come into 
Sacramento again. The citizens of W ash­ 
ington ought to take this individual, bind 
him hand and foot and cast him in the 
overflow back of town.

TEACH ERS’ CONVEN HON. 


F a rth e r l’repnration* for

T he Excursion Com mittee oí the N a­ 
tional Educational Association m et 
on 
W ednesday evening, those present being 
J. J. Jlalev. P resident; W illiam W hite, 
S ecretary ; 
Jam es O’Connor, Fred. 
M. 
Campbell, T. 1J. W hite, George Metcalfe, J. 
H. Prior, A. L. Matin and D. B. Jackson. 
H enry Lunstedt, Fred. Jones, M. Stern, 
W ilüuiu H . M inium , Sam uel M iller, H ans 
K ohler and W illiam Center were added to 
a com m ittee whose duty it is to present the 
views of the Excursion Com mittee w ith 
regard to the best m anner of securing the 
advantage of the excursion rates to the 
teachers of California. 
Two m ore will he 
added to this com m ittee by the President. 
Mr. O 'Connor was in favor of closing the 
schools one week hefore the m eeting of the 
Nutionul Association, so th at the teachers 
of this city and of th e State could be pres­ 
ent at the m eeting. Several other gentlem en 
expressed their views on the m atter,saying 
that the local teachers who w enton excur­ 
sions w ith th e E astern teachers would 
have extended to them the benefits of the 
cheap excursion rates. 
Fred M. Campbell announced that 100,­ 
000 copies of a bulletin were to be issued. 
T his bulletin would contain general in ­ 
form ation about California, the excursion 
rates, steam ship rates, program m e of the 
m eeting and other item s of interest, and 
it would he distributed throughout the 
East and (Colorado. T he cost will be $6,000, 
to tie paid by advertisem ents. 
Mr. O 'Conner had prepared a circular to 
be sent to all State and C ounty Superin­ 
tendents and active educators generally 
regarding the national exhibition of school 
work in its various departm ents, prior and 
during the session of the N ational E duca­ 
tional Association. T he com m ittee desires 
to have such an exhibit of the work done 
by the older and m ore populous States 
w hich are to be educationally united w ith 
this State. A $500 cash prize, w ith diplom a, 
will be aw arded to the State or Territory 
sending the best representation in accord­ 
ance with the general plan already issued, 
and the com m ittee trusts th at som e distant 
State m ay thus be enabled to pay the ex­ 
penses of sending an excellent exhibit. 
California will m ake the best exhibit she 
can, but will not compete ior the prize.

W hat a Southern G row er Thiuhit of th« , 
N orthern C itrua B elt, 
{ 
M. E. G illttt, a leading orange-grower of 
Florida, and who spent several days in 
Sacramento recently, and spoke at the Im ­ 
provement Association meeting upon the 
subject of planting sour orange trees as 
shade trees, lias been visiting San Fran­ 
cisco, and while there said to an Examiner 
reporter: 
“ I was m uch pleased w ith w hat I saw 
about O roville in the way of orange-grow ­ 
ing. 
1 consider th at region exceedingly 
well adapted to oranges. 
T he tiow erof the 
fruit is unusually fine, and if they can 
stand as cold w eather as you have had this 
w inter, w hich is now conclusively proved, 
why. there is no fear about oranges any 
w inter in th at region. 
In fact, th e cold 
spell will act as a stim ulus. 
“ T he orange trees in F lorida two years 
ago were injured som ew hat by cold weather, 
so th at th e follow ing year we had but from 
one-halt to tw o-thirds of a crop. 
"•Our trees are now in bloom and bloom ­ 
ing very full. It looks as though we would 
have a very full crop. 
“ O ur lem on crop prom ises very big also. 
T he lemon industry is young. 
It is only 
six or eight years since they were planted 
at all, and the crop is proving m ore profit­ 
able than the orange business. 
Our lem ­ 
ons come in ju st w hile there is a scarcity 
in the general m arket. 
“ W e pick them green in August, and put 
them into a sw eat-root and cure for about 
two weeks, w hen they come out bright and 
yellow. 
Lem ons are better picked green, 
and in this way they will keep tor m onths. 
"O range and Lem on islands in Lake 
W eir, which cover abont fifty acres, when 
th e country was discovered, were alm ost 
com pletely overgrow n w ith wild oranges. 
I’eople went in anil tried to clear them out 
by cutting and destroying them in various 
ways, but they could not succeed. Then 
when people began to pay som e attention 
to oranges, they budded these wild ones 
and soon 
produced 
a fine m arketable 
orange." 
Mr. G illett i nsists th a t the cold w eather 
of two years ago in Florida acted as a 
stim ulus to orange growing, and says that 
it wilt take both Florida and California to 
supply all the oranges that are needed. 
Eastern people are eating m ore of them , 
and the “ orange habit ” is grow ing every­ 
where.

J . I>. K eddlng E xplains ilie LilHinisnal of 
th e Suit A gainat J . R ouiier. 
The San Francisco Call of yesterday bad 
the follow I tig : Judge Wallace a lew days 
ago, on nioiion of the attorney for the 
plaintiff, dismissed the suit of Joseph 1). 
Redding vs. Fish Commissioner Uoutier, 
an action to declare the 
defendant a 
usurper of office. 
Mr. Routier received his 
commission during the administration of 
the late Governor jiartlett, and the present 
Governor appointed as his successor Mr. 
Redding, but the lirst named gentleman 
declined to vacate the office, hence the 
suit. It would appear from the dismissal 
of 
the action that Mr. Redding 
had 
abandonded the contest, but in an inter­ 
view with Call reporter last evening he 
stated that he had no such intentions. 
“ The reason I brought suit against Mr. 
Routier for usurpation of office," said Mr. 
Redding, “ was that when I presented my 
credentials to the Fish Commissioners and 
asked for a seat in the Board, Mr. Harvey 
voted against my admission and I was then 
compelled to take legal proceedings, setting 
forth my claims. 
A lew days ago, at the 
request of Governor W aterman, I went to 
Sacramento and was informed that he be­ 
lieved that the best interests of the State 
required the reorganization of the Board of 
Fish Commissioners, and that Mr. Harvey 
of I .os Angeles should retire, in order that 
some one might he appointed who would 
act in harm ony with Mr. Sherwood and 
myself. 
“He chose J. K. Orr, a gentleman well 
known throughout the State, and well 
qualified to fill the position. Messrs. Sher­ 
wood, Orr and myself will organize and 
proceed with the business of the Commis­ 
sion in a few days. When Governor Wntei- 
man appointed Mr. Orr I dismissed my suit 
against Mr. Routier. because I knew that 
Messrs. Orr and Sherwood would recog­ 
nize my appointment, and we would con­ 
stitute the Hoard. Mr. Routier will have 
to bring suit against me, and Mr. Harvey a 
suit against Mr. Orr if they desire to con­ 
test our appointments. 
“The decision of Judge Wallace in the 
Pilot Commissioners’ case does not decide 
the question of the Fish Commissioners. 
The appointm ent in our case is laid down 
in the Political Code as being at the Gov­ 
ernor’s pleasure, while in the Pilot Com­ 
missioners’ case there are additional sec­ 
tions of the Code possibly giving the Chief 
Magistrate of the Stale further authority in 
the premises. The Governor states that he 
will not approve any of the bills of Mr. 
Routier or Mr. Harvey that may be here­ 
after presented ; therefore a contest on their 
part would only clog the wheels of the 
Commission, and prevent the work neces­ 
sary to keep alive one of the most im port­ 
ant industries of the State." 
A large num ber of applications for ap­ 
pointment to the office of Chief Patrolman, 
left vacant by the deatli of J. W. Willage, 
have been received, atid the new Commis­ 
sion will probably act on the matter at the 
first meeting.
